esting remains detain the visitor to tho 
Acroi orinthus, whoso hard climb is re- 
warded with a sight of the ancient tem- 
plo of Aphrodite, but this is scarcely dis- 
tinguishable from the mosque which now 
coveru its site. 


Our view from the Acrocorinthus, for 


which wo had a sunny opportunity, 
showed us the city at our feet, only 
ruins affording a suggestion of what it 
once was. 
Tho isthmus divides two 


seas, not crowded with ships as of yore. 
Afar tho mountains of Morea wero seen 
to melt off into immense distances. 
Im- 


mediately surrounding tho citv

country is (lat and seemingly not fertile. 
Seven miles distant is the sacred grove 
wherein were celebrated tho Isthmian 
Ranies. Hero wo saw ruins of the 
theatre, some temples and the race track 
where runners contended for the cor- 
ruptible crowns given to tho victors in 
the struggle. 


It strikes one oddly on arriving at 


Athens to bo entertained in a modern 
hotel and with a French name, "Hotel 
do la (irando Hretange," which ingeni- 
ously appeals to tho patriotism of the 
wandeimg liriton. As the modern cap- 
ital of (Jreero, Athens dates only from 
1827, afler a death of 2,000 years." In re- 
cent years its irihahitants'have shown 
considi ral.le go. Our party arrived in 
time to share the rejoicing of the people 
in the splendid alliance made by the ro- I 
cent m.irriage of the Duke of Sparta, 
heir to (he house of Greece, to a Kihterof 
the Gei man emperor. This is regarded 
as giving the affairs of the little kingdom, 
in theii relation of family interest to those 
of the j-reatest military power of Europe, 
n considerable "boost." The king of 
Greece is a brother of the Princess of 
Wales, and the king soon to be--if I may 
trust tin. current talk on the subject—is 
a brother-in-law of the German emperor. 
These arc truly splendid connections, and 
the Grc< ks have just reason to contrast 
with increased self respect and patriotic 
pleasure, their present condition with that 
when they were at the mercy of the un 
speakable Turk. 


It was in his mail that Dr. Taliuago

In my hurry to introduce the Taber 


nacle matter 1 have postponed some im 
portant incidents of our stay in Athens 
which, as I ho above correspondence inti 
mates, anticipated that. 


We arrived at Athens on Nov. 20. 


The next morning Dr. Talmage preacheci 
on Mars' liill to a gathering of Ameri- 
cans, Englishmen and Greeks, reading 
us the lesson of the day Paul's address 
to the Athenians of his time as reported in 
Actsxvii. Theday was not Sunday, and 
preaching u as not in order according to 
our prearranged programme, but the 
earnest divine was so carried away by 
the enthusiasm of the occasion that he 
took out his Bible, which he always car- 
ries with him, and which seems to be 
his guide buok on this journey, and be- 
gan to read. As he read he made in- 
teresting remarks on the passage he was 
reading. 
When he first began to read 


there were but few persons present, but 
asioon as ho was fairly started they 
congregated fast and faster, until a good 
sized audience had assembled. 
Those 


who understood English listened eagerly 
to the preacher's words, taking such 
places and nttitudes as enabled them to 
catch every word, he said. Thecongrega- '

meeting broke up in a riot and that Paul 
had to cl-ar out and go to Corinth, from 
which «•< camcyesiorday. In that immor- 
tal speech I'aul was the first orator to an- 
nounce the confraternity of all nations. 
The ancii nt Greeks, unlike these liberal 
Greeks that surround mo here, thought 
they were of different mold from other 
nations. They had all the architecture, 
all the sculpture, all the drama, all the 
religion of the world. They were por- 
celain, ot'icr people plain earthenware. 
They were first, others second. They 
were models, others the imperfect copies. 
With the one sentence, 'God hath made 
of ono blood all nations,' I'aul over- 
throws and routs that theory." 


At dinner in the evening Dr. Talmage 


was warmly complimented on his sermon 
by several people, stopping at the hotel 
who had beard him preach.

evening of the day wo arrived here from 
Athens. It was written at sea. 
Thedav 


following his discourse on Mars' Hill, a"t 
Athens, Dr. Talmago visited M. Tri- 
coupis, premier' of Greece, an -honor 
which resulted in this way: The siaicr of 
of the statesman, who, like iprn, is un- 
married, presides at his mansion. She 
entertained Mrs. Talmage in the morn- 
ing, when she suggested that the Hrook- 
H n preacher visit her brother, who, she 
added, would bo delighted to see him. 
Accordingly in the afternoon Dr. Tal- 
mage and the writer paid their respects 
to the. prime minister at the war depart- 
ment. 
Although a very lut.-iy man, hold- 


ing two port folios and crowded with im- 
portant mutters, the Greek assembly he- 
ing in scssi m, M. Tricoupis receiver! us 
very courteously. The Greek premier i.s 
i. man whose appearance impresses one 
that he possesses great mental power. 
Ilo hiusa strikingly intellectual counte- 
nance, and i, very polished in his man- 
ners. 
Mis countrymen honor and revere 


him to an extraordinary dogroe, and 
recent events- have increased tho hold he 
has upon the ir confidence. 
I learn that 


Im reputation is of the highest for puri 
ty in his ollirial conduct. M. Tricoupis 
would show little mercy in his dealings 
with "boodle" politicians. This "modern 
Aristidrs," as ho has been aptly called, 
speaks Knglish with fluency. 
He ia ac- 


curately informed on American affairs, 
and highly eulogized several of our 
statesmen. 
In his early days, while sec- 


retary of the Greek legation at London, 
ho made the acquaintance of Kdward 
Kverett, who was then American minis- 
ter to Kngland. He now asked Dr. Tal- 
mage concerning Mr. Everett's son, who, 
he had heard, filled creditably a profes- 
sorship at one of tho leading col- 
leges. "Ed« ard Everett was the most 
graceful orator I have ever known," said 
M. Tricoupis. In tho course of conver- 
sation the statesman manifestod a par- 
ticular intere-.t in Mr. Hlaine, whom ho 


j regarded as a very able man. He had 


no doubt, IK- said", that Mr. Harrison 
would acquit himself creditably. 
"In 


fact," continued he, "all your presidents 
are strong nvn. You do not generally 
place the must promising men in the 
presidential < hair, but onco there they 
develop rapidly, and invariably surpass 
in statesmanship the most sanguine ex- 
peetatums. '1 hat shows the stock and 
stiitf Americans are mado of." In cor- 
roboration of this theory he named sev- 
eral presidenta of humble origin now en- 
deared to the hearts of the American 
people, and \ery feelingly referred to 
Abraham I.in.-oln, whom he considered 
to have been one of the greatest men of 


century. JI. Tricoupis was of the 


minister of tho United States to Austria- 
Hungary, joined us at a dinner party at 
the Hotel do la Grande Brotagnc. Gen. 
IJeale, the reader will remember, was 
t he intimate and confidential friend of 
Gen. 
Grant. It was to him that the 


hero_ confided first tho shocking secret

She possesses great 
influence in political circles, and is a 


I leader in society. This fortunate lady, 


moreover, maintains intimate relations 
with tho royal family of Greece, with 
all of whom she is a great favorite. 


^L»r. Ining J. Manatt, consul of tho 
United States of America at Athens, 
paid Dr. Talmago marked attention and 
did all in his power to be of service to 
him. 
Tho consul is a highly educated 


gentleman, a very eminent Greek schol- 
ar, and until recently ho filled accept- 
ably the position of chancellor of the Ne- 
braska State university. He called at 
our hotel quite frequently. 
In one of 


hi.s several interviews with'Dr. Talmage, 
tho preacher of the lirooklyn Tabernacle 
said that on his return to the United 
States he should recommend to wealthy 
people who are desirous of aiding deserv- 
ing theological students to secure an ed- 
ucation, to soritj them out in groups 
ten or twenty on a tour su<4i as he 
now taking.

It is the universal criticism of 
such pictures: 'While I admire the artis- 
tic merit of the production, that picture 
is not my idea of the Saviour!' The 
picture is apt to represent Christ either 
as effeminate or arrogant, weak or awful.

There is much that is attractive in 


modern Athens. It has good buildings 
and well kept streets, and its stores ap- 
pear to be well stocked. My observation 
is that the majority of its population 
dress very much as we do. Of course, 
houses of oriental architecture still ex- 
ist, and one sees quite a good many peo- 
ple dressed in the quaint attire of the 
cast. Now and then a mountaineer ol 
lingo stature, angular and powerful,

The finest building in Athene, built 


subsequently to the recovery of Greek- 
national independence, is the palace, 
which was completed in 18-13. Buildings 
appropriated to art and education are 
well built and handsome. The Archte- 
logical institute, founded by the French 
government, is a notable structure.

Experiments at this station with oats 


show them to bo remarkably iinc feed for 
dairy cows. There seems to be a prin- 
ciple in oats that gives them value be- 
yond that shown by chemical analysis. 
Much of the Minneapolis bran, of "late 
years, contains considerable foreign mat- 
ter in the shape of dirt and worthless 
material blown in, apparently, logive it 
weight. The millers of Minneapolis can 
hardly expect our farmers to i egard their 
bran with favor if they continue shipping 
out such stuff as is now too often n> j 
ceived.

Providing for Early Spring Feed. 


A correspondent of Home and Farm 


tells that, in a thirty years' experience in 
soiling, ho finds nothing that fills the 
niche in green feed so well as peas and 
oats, fed when the oats aro in the milk 
and the peas right for the table. At this 
period they furnish tho much needed 
sustenance for giving a full flow of milk, 
lie says: Last fall I plowed a piece of 
ground, putting on a good coat of fresh 
manure, and harrowed it well into tho 
soil. In the spring, as soon as the snow 
was off, I went on with a drill, puttim, 
in two bushels of marrowfat peas, wiLl 
two and one-half bu&hels of oats to tin 
acre. I made sowings at different times 
and fed tho last of this about tho midillt 
of August and then fed sweet corn foJ 
der. When I picked sweet corn for 
market I took only the longest cars, leav- 
ing the smaller ones for feed. 
My first 


feed in the spring is green rye, next 
clover, and then peas and oats, and after 
this I cut fodder corn. 
All my ground 


for peas and oats had a good coat of 
fresh manure plowed in. As soon as th< 
peas and oats were fed out this land wa, 
plowed ami sowed to turnips.

Tho Best Time to Fell Timber. 


The best time to cut trees for lumber is 


in November, December and January, 
when there is least as well as thinnest 
snp iti the pores of the wood, and when 
the weather is so cold that fermentation 
will not set in to injure the fiber, says ;v 
writer in the Tribune. In summer"the 
sap is richer as well as more abundant, 
and in the hot weather a lively destruc- 
tive fermentation is very liable to set in. 
It is an undisputed belief among old 
woodsmen that trees felled in summer 
quickly decay. The branches of a beecli 
tree felled while the tree is full of enp 
will be decayed to such an extent by the 
following winter that they may be easily- 
broken, even if large in size; and are 
worthless for firewood. Lumber from 
hemlock felled in summer, so as to peel 
off the bark for tanning, is not BO good 
as that cut in winter.

TUe Philadelphia press ia taking the 


consul of persons in Pennsylvania, Now 
Jersey and Delaware who are beyond 
tho are of 85. The number of such per- 
sons ulrcady discovered is surprising. It 
conveys the impression that tho average 
of human life is lengthening rapidly. 


Three per cent, of the old people have 


roaclvd the full century mark. Forty 
per cont. are past 90, 57 per cent, past 
85. Tho Press gives a page of portraits, 
ami n ally these hundred yearsold people 
don't look a day over 80. Perhaps they 
would feel complimented to bo told they 
appear easily twenty years younger than 
their real ago. Most of them are of 
American parentage, a lowg way back. 
Most interesting are tho points of simi- 
larity in their history, for from these we 
judge what is conducive to long life. 
First we find that 80 per cent, worked 
hard ;it physical labor all through youth 
and middle life. They were not rich, 
neithi r were they abjectly poor. The 
labor <if more than half of them was in 
tho open air. Forty-five per cent, were 
farmers, G per cent. lumbermen. 
The 


Press remarks in passing that no list yet 
made of centenarians in Europe or Amer- 
ica includes any journalists. They do 
not get into the air and sunshine enough 
to keep a cat alive. 


The Press' old people are mentioned 


particularly as having pleasant tempers.

AVell Developed ChilUrcn. 


Dr. W. G. Anderson, of the BrooUlyn 


formal College for Physical Training, 
las published a book called a "Guide to 
iystematic Instruction in Physical Train- 
ng." If the reports made by some tcach- 
rs on the physical development of their 
mpils recently can be judged from, there 
s need of such a book. 


In a room of fifty pupils, not more 


han five are free from physical defects, 
on the average. 
Many have one shoul- 


der higher than the other, from a habit 
of standing on one foot. Many have 
one sido developed better than the other, 
and these will 
be crooked. Round 


shoulders, drooping head and flat chest 
are among the most common deformities. 
It is not uncommon to find the hips 
thrown too far forward, and the legs and 
arms shaped like spindles or pipe stems; 
there are also many bow legs. 


An occasional boy is founri who is a 


specimen of perfect physical develop- 
ment, but a girl almost never. The fin- 
est types of children physically to be 
found in the schools are those of foreign 
birth. Tho best formed and healthiest 
are the Germans and Bohemians, the 
next b< st the Irish. From the west and 
south of Ireland, where the young ones 
run outdoors the year around, barefoot 
and hatlcss, living on the coarsest of 
food, come, according to our authority, 
the mo3t exquisitely beautiful children. 
The puniest, scrawniest, worst shaped 
young ones are our own American city 
children, especially our little girls, who 
arc sacrificed to that fatally misunder- 
stood \\ord, "ladylike." 


The point Dr. Anderson makes is that

An electrical expert in Dusseldorl' has 


succeeded in transmitting pictures b; 
electricity. Tho sun's rays are allowe< 
to fall upon a sensitized plate, preparec 
after the usual manner of photograph 
plates, with one exception. The plate 
itself is composed of the ends of a bun 
die of fine wires, smoothly fitted to- 
gether and insulated. At the momen 
the sunlight falls on this plate of wires 
an electrical current is passed through 
them. The wires conduct the image 
that is formed to a similar plate at their 
other end. There seems to be in this 
discovery magnificent possibilities for 
tho illustrated daily newspapers. 


The experimenters at tho Kansas agri- 


cultural station say that crops can be 
raised on arid lands without irrigation.

Stanley's Latest Discovery. 


On every expedition into Africa Stan- 


ley lias made some important geograph- 
ical discovery.

His latest and fourth expedition is ono 


of his most brilliant and successful. On 
the first ono he found Dr. Livingston— 
and himself changed in eighteen months 
from a young man to one white haired 
and middle aged in appearance. On this 
last trip ho rescued Emin, and found that 
tho great body of water called the Vic- 
toria Nyanza was larger by 1,900 square 
miles than it was supposed. The lake 
covers nearly 27,000 square miles. This 
will make it the largest body of fresh 
water in the world, except our own Lake 
Superior, which is 33,000 square miles in 
extent, 


Tho wing, so to speak, of the Victoria 


Nyanza, which Stanley has discovered, 
extends toward the southwest. 
The 


Nyanza is upon a tableland 4,100 feet 
above the sea level. The tableland is 
some 200 miles in extent, and is a water- 
shed. From its eastern side pour the 
waters that form the Nile. Down ita 
western slope glide the streams consti- 
tuting the head waters of the Congo.
